OREIGNERS’ CAM 
SAFE IN AMERICA. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—A for- 
mal statement giving assurances that 
the government has no intention of 
Seizing bank deposits or other prop- 
erty belonging to any foreign sub- 
ject—even in the event of war—was 
issued 
day with the approval of President 
Wilson. 


The statement was prompted by 
the anxiety of German subjects in 
some sections regarding savings de- 
posits and by the many reports in 
circulation regarding the intention of 
the government concerning war- 
bound vessels in American ports. It 
makes no specific reference to the 
Prussian-American treaty of 1828, 
which provides for immunity of 
such property, but which has been 
regarded as of doubtful validity, say- 
ing merely that the government “will 
in no circumstances take advantage 
of a state of war to take possession 
of property to which international 
understanding and the zed 
law of the land gave 


claim.“ 
AVOID CRITICISM. 

The decision ts understood to be 
in furtherance of President Wilson's 
determination that there shal! be 
nothing in the conduct of the United 
States towarrant criticism, rather 
than indicative of any specific inclina- 
tion to acknowledgevalidity of dis- 
puted provisions of the old treaty. 
Officials did not comment on a press 
dispatch from Berlin. saying Am- 
bassador Gerard had been asked to 
secure areratification of the treaties, 
but previously they had indicated that 
such a suggestion would find no re- 
sponse here under present conditions. 
The department's statement follows: 

FEARS UNFOUNDED. 

“It having been reported to him 
that there is anxiety in some quar- 
ters on the part of persons residing 
in this country who are the subjects 
of foreign states lest their bank de- 
posits or other property should be 
seized in the event of war between 
the United States and a foreign na- 
tion, the President authorizes the 
statement that all such fears are en- 
tirely unfounded. 

“The government of the United 
States will in no circumstances take 
advantage of a state of war to take 
possession of property to which in- 
ternational understandings and the 
recognized law of the land gave it 
no just claim or title, It will ecrupu- 
lously respect all private rights ota 
of its own citizens and of the sub- 
jects of foreign states. 


BEAT POSTMASTER

GERARD STATUS 


IS A MYSTERY.| 


Ambassador or Citizen, He 
is Still in Berlin. 
Likely to Remain There Until 
Bernstorff Gets Away. 


Kaiser is Anxious Over the 
Fate of Germans Here.

BERLIN, Feb. 8.—Until the Ger- 
man government is satisfied beyond 
the shadow of a doubt that the Brit- 
ish government will give a safe con- 
duct to Count von Bernstorff. and 
that it will hold good, it seems not 
worth while to speculate as to the 
date of Mr. Gerard's departure. 

Anything that can be possibly and 
consistently done at the American 
end to settle these doubts will relieve 
the minds of many Americans here. 
The situation is not regarded as 
hopeless, but cool-headedness on 
both sides never was a commodity 
so much needed as today. 

Unless the sword cuts the diplo- 
matic Gordian knot—a solution 
which nobody here confesses he 
wants—it is probable that it may 
take days, possibly weeks, before the 
international law experts unravel the 
tangled skein. 

Common sense has long since 
ceased to be the clew even to pro- 
fessional observers in the increasing 
labyrinthine mess, which might well 
nonplus corporation lawyers. 

The situation apparently is fur- 
ther complicated, almost hourly. by 
news from America, filtering spar- 
ingly through England¥and other 
channels, about whose credibility the 
German government professes to en- 
tertain doubts. 

The future fate of the 2000 Amer- 
ican citizens still in Germany ap- 
pears to depend largely on the re- 
affirmation of the treaty of 1799 and 
on the Germans becoming convinced 
that America, is keeping its terms in 
good faith and will continue to do 


‘THE FIRST HITCH. 


Right here, however, is the first 
hitch. Mr. Gerard has not yet re- 
ceived his passports; no date has 
been fixed for the departure of the 
Spain-boupd special, nor has there 
as yet been any intimation as to 
what Americans, if any. in addition 
to his staff, may accompany him. 

The status of Mr. Gerard would 
make a fruitful subject for a college 
championship debate. Is he still 
Ambassador? He has not received 
his passports; but on the other hand, 
he is excomunicado, as the diplo- 
mats quaintly phrase it, meaning 
that he is no longer in direct com- 
munication with the American gov- 
ernment, in code or otherwise, nor 
can he communicate with the Amer- 
ican Consuls in Germany. 2 

Though still holding verbal pour 
parlers with the imperial statesmen, 
Mr. Gerard, I gathered today, does 
not consider that he is any longer 
Ambassador, or can do anything for 
Americans here. Asked by stin 
cheerful correspondents whether it 
were true that the only title he 
could now lay claim to was that of 
major of the National Guard, Mr.

AS TO GERMAN SAILORS. 


Then ‘there is a report that the 
German sailors from the interned 
ships are being held as quasi prison- 
ers. The imperial government is 
waiting to learn to its satisfaction 
whether this is so. é 

The question for Americans here 
is, how, in view of the fact that re- 
lations are broken off, the German 
government can learn, without 
much delay, the exact status of the 
German sailors in America and the 
treatment of other Germans there, 
since communication through the 
good offices of the Swiss government 
will be time-consuming, and then, 
again, there is the question of a safe 
conduct for Count von Bernstorff 
and the German Consuls in America. 

If the test of true Americanism 
be ability to keep smiling cheerful- 
ly, regardless of consequences, then 
several score of marooned citizens 
have, by consistent and sustained liv- 
ing up to the motto, “Grin and Bear

natured. 1 guardians of 
the law not know whether tHe 
Americans in Germany are fish, flesh 
or fowl, and until some mysterious 
man higher makes up his mind and 
sends out orders accordingly, the po- 
lice, as well as the civil and mili- 
tary au dorities, are taking no action 
involving the status of Americans. 
The golden mean is the working 
rule today. Americans are not be- 
ing molested in any form, shape or 
manner; they are neither being in- 
terned nor given permission to leave 
the country until developments clear 
up their status. 
TO DEMAND GUARANTEES. 
(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A P.} 
LONDON, Feb. 8.—The German 
government will require that guar- 
antees that Count von Bernstorff 
former German Ambassador at 
Washington, and the men on Ger- 
man ships in American ports will be 
permitted to leave the United States 
before allowing Am or Gerard 
and other Americans in Germany to 
depart from that country, according 
to the Copenhagen Politiken, as 
quoted in a Reuter dispatch from 
that city. 
This information, the Politiken 
says, is contained in a telegram 
sent by Ambassador Gerard te the 
American Legation at Copenhagen. 


All Americans in Germany, includ- 


ing those captured by the German 
raider in the South Atlantic and 
taken to Germany on the Yarrow- 
dale, are said to have been detained 
as hostages. — 
An Exchange Telegraph dispatch 
from Copenhagen gives the same re- 
port regarding the detention of 
Americans in Germany and adds 
that Ambassador Gerard is not per- 
mitted to send telegrams in code. 
Dispatches reporting that Ger- 
many is holding Mr. Gerard and all 
Americans in Germany as hostages

Cable Orders His Immediate 
Return to London. 


Here are Curtailed.

A cablegram from the American 
Embassy at London came to Hugh 
8, Gibson, its first secretary, yester- 
day, requiring his immediate return 
to his post. Mr. Gibson will leave 
Los Angeles Sunday morning for the 
journey to Washington, where he 
will report to the State Department.

COUN CIL GIVES SENATOR 
WORKS A VIGOROUS RAP. 


NCALLED for and untimely, 
. and at variance with the 
spirit of true Americanism, is 
the description which the City Coun- 


cil yesterday applied to Senator 
Works's unpatriotic speech at Wash- 
ington, in which he criticised Presi- 
dent Wilson for the break with 
Germany. 

The Council adopted a resolution, 
which City Clerk Wilde immediately 
telegraphed to the President, reg- 
istering its dissent from the opinions 
expressed by Senator Works, and giv- 
ing the President the assurance of 
its hearty support of his policy. The 
resolution also stated that the peo- 
ple of Los Angeles likewise support 
the President and his actions in the 
present grave crisis. 

The resolution points out, for the 
benefit of Senator Works and others, 
that this is the time for everybody 
“to support President Wilson in his 
present policy in the German crisis.”

Whereas, all but several of the 
United States Senators have by their 
vote decided to support President 
Wilson in his present policy in the 
Germany crisis; and 

Whereas, the denouncement of 
President Wilson by Senator Works 
of California was uncalled for and 
untimely, and at variance with the 
spirit of true Americanism; there- 
fore be it 

Resolved, that we, the members 
of the City N of the city of Los 
Angeles, Cal., hereby register our dis- 
sent from the opinions as expressed 
by Senator Works; that we again as- 
sure the President of the United 
States of our hearty support of his 
policy, and that Los Angeles people 
are likewise supporting the President 
and his actions in the present grave 
situation.

Unprecedented A 


FROM LOCAL TRIBUNAL 
TO HIGHEST COURT DIRECT 


SUIT brought by John New- 
man in the justice court 
against the Southern Pacific, 
involving a shipment of tobacco 
and a claim of $41.95 damages, will 
be taken on appeal from the Los 
Superior Court, 
where the action was later tried 
and decided, to the United States 
Supreme Court. This will probably 
be the first litigation of any kind 


taken direct from the local Superior 
Court to the highest court in the 


d. 

Aside from this, the case is of in- 
terest to shippers and railroad offi- 
cials, involving, as it does, a con- 
struction of the Federal law regulat- 
ing interstate commerce with regard 
to the provision that claims for loss, 
damage or delay must be presented 
to the carrier within four months 
after the delivery of the goods. 

The case goes to the highest court 
on a writ of error issued by Presid- 
ing Judge Houser. It was perfected 
by Attorneys Gage and Foley and W. 
I. Gilbert, Southern Pacific attor- 
neys. A writ had been previously 
denied by Chief Justice Angellotti of 
the State Supreme Court, on the 
ground he did not have jurisdiction. 
The story is that Mr. Newman, 
a local tobacco dealer, alleged that 
a shipment of tobaccd had been 
damaged in transit by water. He 
presented his claim orally to the 
agent and was told that if he would 
sell the tobacco for the best price, 
the railroad would pay the differ- 
ence in the price obtained and the 
value of the tobacco. He did so, 
and presented his claim for $41.95. 
The railroad refused to pay, and 
suit was brought.

lin’ claim had not been presented 


in writing within four months, as re- 
quired by the Federal law, and pro- 
vided for in the corporation's bill 
of lading. It was further urged that 
the corporation could be punished 
for falling to obey this and allowing 
the claim.

Judge Taft 
gave judgment for the corporation, 
basing it on a decision of former 
Justice Charles Evans Hughes in 
‘another case. A new trial was 
granted and Judge Taft gave judg- 
ment for Mr. Newman, holding the 
agent had written to Mr. Newman in 
regard to the claim, in which the 
claim was recognized, before the 
four-month period expired. The 
carbon copy of the letter wag suffi- 
cient, the court stated, to constitute 
a written demand, complyi with 
the Federal law and the of 
lading.

Japan and Korea—separate in na- 
tional organization, but one in its 
purposes and achievements. Thus, 
and thus only, can the extraordinary 
Japanese qualities of self-reliance, 
initiative and adaptation come to 
their fullest expression. 

With a new heart of good will 


the Orient; and Japan could win to 
whatever primacy in peace she may 
be entitled to by her own qualities. 

The heavy load of armament 
which she now bears could be lifted, 
for only complications in connection 
with China make this appear neces- 
sary. To observers viewing the case 
from this distance, it seems as if 
violence and militariem in China 
spell only disaster for Japan; where- 
as the path of peace leads to pros 
perity and power.

We often hear the critics state, 
in magazine or journal, “This noble 
book is truly great—its fame will 
be efernal!” Just now they’re boost- 
ing such a book, writ by a gifted 
Briton, and say we'll all have far to 
look, for one as ably written. “It 
will endure while people speak,” 
they say, “the English lingo; it is 
the work the highbrows seek—a mas- 
terpiece, by jingo!” And in a yeaf, 
or maybe less, the book will be for- 
gotten; I bought and read it, I con- 
fess, and found it rather rotten.
